An interesting presentation of the 
political situation In the Far Ilast was 
given by Mr. L. L. Young to the stu- 
dents of tbe Presbyterian College last 
evening. 

Mr. VounR, who lias livivi in Korea 
since 1904. outlined the history of this 
country which is to-day recognised aa 
tbe keystone of a political situation 
of graver concern to our Western'civi- 
ilzation than we at prejient' realize. 

In the early nineties when Japan 
was befiinnliiK lo feel her material 
possibilities she befjau to assert her- 
self in that little cour,ry wblcb^uht|l 
then bad enjoyed independence. 

Scrapping her Korean treaties, by 
refusing to withdraw her troops which 
were used .agaltist CHih'a and Itnssla, 
Japan gradually and insidiously forced 
ber hand. With Prussian aggressive- 
ness 1 nthe belief that might was right 
she did not rest until having instigated 
the murder of the Korean Queen she 
at hte point of the sword, forced the 
Korean Cabinet to sign away their 
country's independence and become a 
Japanese r^jtectoratc. 

Tbe speaker dwelt on tho crafty po- 
litical intrlgiie of Japanese statesmen 
in warding off interference from Ame- 
rica on behalf of the Koreana. 

Japan was not slow in again using 
her oriental craftiness at the Peace 
Conference last year and by using as a 
ruse the claim for recognition of ra- 
cial inequality managed to cajole the 
AsBOCiated Powerp into forcing China 
to cade her Shantung as a compro- 
mise. 

Ititoxicated with her success in the 
laat two decades having- -now' become 
one of tbe five great powora' Japan is 
to-day ref eating ber haii.d in a way 
that threatens the Tory principloa for 
wblcb humanity fousbt in hte laat five 
yeara.
